Unprecedented Flood—Railroads Sub- 
ns andthe Running of Trains

Atpany, N. Y., Apri] 22.—The greatest flood 
that has prevailed bere sizce 1857 is now upon 
us and the water is rising an inch per hour. 
The Hudson river road is submerged at differ- 
ent pointe between here and Stuyvesant, and 
come washed away. Several bridges 
on the Central road have been carried away. 
Travel is entirely suspended, The flood along 
the valley of the Mohawk is the greatest ever 
known. The Central railroad tracks are un- 
der water for miles. No trains have left since 
Tuesday night.

A commercial convention, appointed by 
that held at Noriolk last October, is to 
meet at Memphis on the 18th of May. 
The objects of the Memphis convention 
are Officially stated to be “to secure the 
cordial and active co-operation of the 
people of the Ohio and Mississippi valleys 
im the effort to build up direct trade with 
Europe througth the South Atlantic sea- 
ports and to discuss the necessity for a 
railroad from the Mississippi river to the 
Pacific ocean over a route unobstructed all 
the year.” Direct trade with Europe and 
the vast Pacific coast through Southern 
seaports is of course practicable, and the 
only wonder is that it has been neglected 
80 long. A very heavy direct trade woald 
have been established through those poris 
many years before the war if the people of 
the South had then been aroused, as they 
now are, to the necessity of using their ut- 
most efforts to avail themselves of all the 
immense advantages which their position 
gives them. Since the commence- 
ment of the war, broken -up and

There 
is $35,000,000 worth of property dependent on 
this work, and the extensions of the sewers in 
the Soutbeastern division as a main east and west 
line of drainage extending from the Soutb fork 
of creek to Lower Paddy’s run. Oom- 
mencing at the west end of the sewer, under the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company’s 
depot grounds, at Tenth street, the line of the 
new enlargement runs westward, thence 
to the Intersection of Thirteenth and Lexington 
streets; thence along the line of Lexington ex- 
tended to the west side of the Elizabethtown 
turnpike road; thence along the ‘low ground to 


the line of Maple Street extended; thence along | 


the line of Maple street extended to Mrs. Cook's 
west line, a point about 700 feet west of the Ship- 
Pingport road. At this point the line leaves the 
valley of the southern ditch, which empties into 
Upper Paddy’s run, and turns southward 1,800 
feet across a ridge to-a slough in the valley of 
and emptying into Lower Paddy’s run, and 
thence along this slough to the ravine near the 
head of the run.
